expert, were killed at the state peni­ 
tentiary by Tom I jane. f hiney Reed 
and Charles Kuntz, convicts, who se­ 
cured money and then fled from the 
prison. 
The escaping convicts were 
killed before they succeeded in get­ 
ting off the prison farm. 
The attack on the prison officials 
was made at 4 o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon. 
The three prisoners slipped 
through the store room in the base­ 
ment and up a dark stairway that 
leads to the cafe at the entrance of 
the main building. 
They appeared at 
the door of the cage just as the turn­ 
key was locking the gate after letting 
out some parties. 
Thrusting a gun in the face of the 
guard, they demanded the keys. 
As 
they reached through the bars to un-, 
locok the gates, the guard, Jack Mar­ 
tin, ran for the warden’s room. 
Pat 
Oate3. the assistant deputy warden, 
was the only officer in the office, and 
Martin told him to get a gun. that 
three prisoners had possession of the 
keys and guns. No guns are stored in 
the office, but a guard was dispatched 
for 
firearms. 
Oates 
and 
Martin 
stepped into a 3ide room as the con­ 
victs entered the first of the suite of 
rooms used by the officers of the jail. 
They ran into Warden Dick’s room, in 
which was Judge John R. Thomas, for­ 
mer congressman from Illinois, and of 
late years a citizen of Muskogee, who 
was sitting in the warden’s office talk­ 
ing to a prisoner whom he had been 
called to McAlester to consult. 
The 
convicts rushed into the room and de­ 
manded that all present put up their 
hands. 
Judge Thomas responded and 
begged that he be not killed, but in 
the fight that followed he was shot 
through the heart. 
Day Sergeant Godfrey and Parole 
Clerk Rice were in the room and they 
put up their hands at the convicts’ 
bidding. 
As one of the convicts made 
a half turn of the body Godfrey at­ 
tempted to grasp him and the sergeant 
was shot through the head by another 
convict. 
The stenographer, Mary Fos­ 
ter, who had run into the warden's 
office to get away from the convicts, 
was cornered and, placing her in their 
arms, with Rice in front, the prisoners 
attempted to beat their way back tc 
the front office and to the entrance. 
B y this time Pat Oates had secured a 
gun. and as they attempted to come 
out of the warden’s office into the dep­ 
uty’s office, Oate3 shot and wounded 
Kuntz. 
The convicts made a stand against 
Oates, and as the officer tried to shoot 
they held the girl and Rice in front of 
them. One convict shot Oates through 
the head, killing him instantly. 
Dur­ 
ing the shooting a shot went into the 
room where Drover, tim Bertillon man, 
was standing. 
The bullet, entered his 
heart. 
Unlocking the front gate, the con­ 
victs pushed the girl and Rice in front 
of them and, getting into a buggy that 
was standing at the driveway in front 
of the prison, the men loaded in the 
girl and Rice and lifted in the wound­ 
ed Kuntz and started on the farm 
road that leads west of the prison. 
They met the keeper of the blood­ 
hounds, George Richie, who was rid­ 
ing a horse. 
Taking in the situation, 
Richie dismounted and began shoot­ 
ing, regardless of the girl and Rice. 
His first shot hit Lane in the head 
and he dropped forward on Rice. 
Chiney Reed, answering the fire, was 
next shot by Richie. 
By this time 
guards were running and a number of 
shots had been fired at the occupants 
of the buggy from long distance. The 
girl, w’ho was prostrated and also shot 
through the thigh lay in the buggy 
and was rescued in a few minutes af­ 
ter the firing ceased.

A hog-tight barbed-wire stockade ten 
strands high, is being built at Fort 
Bliss for the prisoners.

camp is just east of the fort proper 
and is being piped for water, tempora­ 
ry kitchens are being built and light 
wires strung to illuminate the camp 
at night. 
The prison camp will be in 
charge of Golonel Frederick Perkins, 
commander of the Twentieth infantry. 
Rebel officials in Juarez claim to 
fear an attempt on the part of the fed­ 
erals when they are interned at Fort 
Bliss to escape, secure arms and at­ 
tack Juarez, but General

L. 
Scott has assured them that the Unit­ 
ed States troops will be amply able 
to keep the prisoners in camp.

Washington,

2**.— President 
Wilson is in an optimistic frame of 
mind about business conditions. 
He 
sees no sign of trouble on the business 
horizon and has taken occasion to ex 
press his views in this regard to call­ 
ers at the W hite House. 
It may be 
stated upon authority that the presi­ 
dent 
has 
received 
rep resen tatio n s 
from what he regards as authoritative 
sources to the effect that a feeling of 
confidence in the future pervades the 
business world. 
The president appears to be con­ 
vinced that business men of the coun­ 
try do not look for an upset in com 
mercial and industrial conditions, fol­ 
lowing legislation already passed by 
the Democrats 
or legislation to be 
passed at the current session of con­ 
gress based upon his "anti trust” mes­ 
sage read to the congress today. 
Those reports which have come to 
the president are said to have been 
borne out by others that have been 
made to him by Secretary of Com 
merce Redfield. 
The president admitted that there 
was some unrest in 
the 
business 
world, but indicated that it was large­ 
ly confined to industries whose prop­ 
erty is dependent to a greater or less 
degree on the prosperity of the rail­ 
roads. 
Friends of the administration 
declare that the business of the rail-, 
roads undoubtedly will liven up if they 
are permitted to increase rates in ac­ 
cordance with their application made 
to the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion.

Every grower of barley should test 
his seed before sowing. 
The vitality 
of barley is more easily injured 
by 
heating in stack or bin than is that 
of oats or wheat. Age, too, lowers its 
vitality.

solutely necessary for the success of

MACHINE TRANSPLANTS BONE 


Small Circular Saw Driven by Motor 
Displaces the Hand Method. 
An 
electrical 
apparatus 
for 
bone 
transplanting has just been received 
by the Jefferson hospital. 1'blludelpblu 
It consists of a small portable electric 
inotor, which runs at high speed aud 
drives a small circular saw and will 
be used to replace the slower and less 
efficient hand method in bone surgery 
A section of bone is removed from 
the tibia, or shin bone, of the patient 
and is transplanted to the spinal col 
limn of a patient suffering from Butt's 
disease. The spinous or projecting parts 
of a number of vertebrae are split 
open, and the section of bone is fixed 
in the depressions. 
The piece of bone transplanted is 
generally about five inches long, one- 
quarter irich thick and half an inch 
wide. 
The object of tile operation is to sup­ 
port the vertebrae in an Immovable 
position, taking the weight off the front 
portion of the vertebrae, which Is the 
seat of the disease. 
This puts tile 
spine in a mon* favorable position for 
checking the di-ease and repair of the 
broken down [tarts.

Salmon in 
the Survey, marked as Important a 
step in the care of the insane as has 
been taken in a generatiou. 
The bill, 
which is now n law and iu effect, per­ 
mits each shit© hospital for the insane 
to establish an outpatient department. 
This o[K*tig a way tor efficient treat­ 
ment In the carlie t stages of persons 
ill with mental discases and at tile 
same time makes it possible to dis­ 
charge convalescing patients who pre­ 
viously had to lie kept from friends 
aud families beeuuse it was impossible 
to provide skilled observation and ad­ 
vice after they had left tile hospitals. 
Tho records of 5,000 patients admit­ 
ted for the first time to New York 
state hospitals for the brame In IDU 
show that iu nearly a third jf all cases 
the mental diseases had existed at 
least a y ear before admission 
Minor Mental Adments. 
Tile treatment of mental diseases in 
out jaitieiit departments is not an un­ 
tried experiment.

With out patient departments able to 
extend into the communities the skill­ 
ed observation and care now possible 
only iii hospitals, many patients can 
be safely paroled, and at the expira­ 
tion of six months or a year a large 
proportion of them pernia lieut ly dis­ 
charged 
The out patient departments can lie 
operated us integral parts of the hos­ 
pitals to which they art* attached and 
the physicians, being supplied with all 
the clinical notes of patients during 
their 
hospital 
residence, 
can 
make 
treatm ent absolutely continuous. 
I n- 
dcr such 
circumstances 
many 
hun­ 
dreds of patients thin lie paroled an­ 
nually, with the understanding that 
regular visits, at first frequent—even 
daily—and Inter less frequent xviii he 
rn.-ide to the out patient departments 
where tin* physicians can advise both 
patients and relatives and closely ob­ 
serve the progress of the mental dis­ 
ease. 
These are some of the immediate 
needs which out patient departments 
of the state hospitals xviii meet.
